Without a Church, no Relygion can be Préferv’d. 
Therefore the. Chriftian Church is call'd the Pillar 
and Ground of ‘the Truth. 

No man can be Excommunicated, or Turn’d out 
of an Opizter, or the Privileges of it. But he may 
out of a Society, Therefore! the Church is a Soci- 
ety, with Governors, Rules and Privileges ; And not 
a Company of Profeffors only, far lefS of meer Think- 
ers, without Re‘traimt or Limitation. fe

be Right as to the Stare, while they are thus loofe 
as to the Church. Which, as I faid, ever was, is, and 
mult bea Parr of the Stare, and the Eftablifoment, 
and cannot be feperated from'it ; Untill you can get 
the Werld perfuaded, to have no Réligion at all, or 
to have no Value for it.
